I SUPPOSE aspirin is the most 
widely used drug in the United 
States.

ably surpasses it, but caffeine is 
used so much like a food that we 
hardly think of it as a drug. 
Thia increasing popularity of 
aspirin if not easy to explain. I 
know people who use it as a sleep­ 
ing tablet and others who consider 
it a pepper-upper. Of courts, it is 
constantly taken for colds, head­ 
aches, rheumatism, and muscular 
aching and then also on general 
principles. 
I have a letter which expresses 
the general stats of opinion as 
follows; “Won't you write an ar­ 
ie ls on aspirin? Many of us when 
we feel tired and nervous take 
one or two tablets with a coke or 
just water. Seems to All the bill, 
but we would like to know whether 
there is any reason we should not 
do so.” 
Aspirin Usually Harmless 
To answer the last question 
first, I do not know of any reason 
why aspirin should not bs taken 
in any quantity. The only excep­ 
tion to this is that there are 
people who are definitely allergic 
to it, and it produces very severe 
symptoms in them. But they go 
into the illo g ic state on very 
small amounts and almost imme­ 
diately after the aspirin has been 
•wallowed. 
I had one terrifying experience 
with a man to whom I gave some 
capsules containing two grains 
each of aspirin. 
Ile took one 
capsule as soon as he had got 
home and within five minutes his 
throat and tongue had swollen so 
that he nearly d.ed of suffocation. 
I worked with him all night and 
the experience taught me that 
there is such a thing as sensitivity 
to aspirin. But, as was said, the 
reaction occurs when very small 


doses are absorbed, and one can 
assume that if a person is able to 
take five grains of aspirin with­ 
out harm, he will be able to take 
almost any amount. 
One of my friends who strongly 
believes in the use of aspirin in 
arthritis gives as much as a hun­ 
dred or two hundred grains a day 
for a period of several weeks with­ 
out untoward symptoms. So I be­ 
lieve we may assume that for 
practical purposes it is harmless. 


Action of Aspirin 
Now ss to its actions. It was 
introduced into medicine as a sub­ 
stitute 
for salicylic 
acid 
and 
sodium salicylate in rheumatism. 
Those 
preparations 
upset 
the 
stomach 
when given in large 
doses. It was claimed for aspirin 
that it would not do this. Chemi­ 
cally it is acetyl-salicylic icid. 
Th# salicylates a rt indicated pri­ 
marily 
in 
acute 
inflammatory 
rheumatism. They reduce fever 
of any kind and have a selective 
action in Mopping Joint pains. 
But they also relieve pain in 
general anywhere of any type, so 
aspirin is property pat into head­ 
ache capsules, cold tablets, etc. 
That is about as far as the sci­ 
ence of pharmacology' w ill go in 
recommendations for aspirin. As 
to its use as a sleep producer or 
nerve quieter there is no scientific 
evidence, but it is so generally 
used in this way and seems to get 
results so often that the ultra- 
scientific can hardly afford to scoff 
at such claims. Such popularity 
must have some foundation. 
Of course, when my eorre.spond- 
ent speaks of combining it with a 
coke and other things he is com­ 
plicating the problem. Any form 
of caffeine beverage (and this in­ 
cludes most of our soft drinks) 
helps to dissipate th a t let down 
feeling. Besides caffeine is what 
is called synergistic with aspirin 
—and when taken in combination 
each augm ents the other’s action. 
lf you look at the label on any of 
the popular cold remedies you will 
find in most cases that aspirin and 
caffeine are both present.

seedlings against cucumber bea­ 
tles As soon as the plants break 
through the surface of the soil, 
or when the seedlings are only a 
few inches high. the beetles ar# 
apt to attack. Unless these bee- 
• ties are controlled they can de­ 
stroy a promising cucumber crop 
within a few days. 
As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, the sar­ 
torial taste of the cucumber bee­ 
tle runs to stripes, preferably 
j black on a yellowish-green body 
color, but it sometimes varies its 
dress with a pattern of dots, 
j Tho** bot (Jet feed upon cucum­ 


ber, squash or melon vines, de­ 
vouring leaves and sterns. 
In the Victory garden it is not 
too difficult to guard against 
these beetles by using plant pro­ 
tectors. or capa which can be 
made at wire screening, cheese­ 
cloth or fine mosquito netting. 
Some gardeners knock the bot­ 
toms out of old seed flats, cover 
them with netting and then cover 
the vine crops with these “guards** 
to protect them through the dan­ 
gerous period of beetle activity. 
The coverings can be removed 
when the vines begin to trail for 
by that time tile beetle forays are 
about over. 
When the use of plant protec­ 
tor* in some form is not feasible 
one should dust the vines and the 
surrounding i»oll with rotenone, 
pyrethrum or tobacco du*L _

MANY combinations of cards 
are more productive in the long 
run lf the opponents lead to them 
than lf you lead them yourself. 
Sometimes you are reasonably 
sure that a hostile high card is 
located Just w'here you don’t want 
it to be, and on other occasions 
you are in doubt and would rather 
not have to make a guess which 
might prove Incorrect In these,
